RUSSIAN ACCOUNT 


Petrograd.—The capture or annihi- 
approximately 120,000 men, m the 
lation of three German army corps, 
Lodz, Gierz, Brzeziny, Strukow re- 
gion, is declared here to be imminent. 
Pressing forward with ever-increas- 
ing forces, the Russians have, it is 
said, trapped the Germans to the 
make a determined stand to avert 

utter route. 

The capture of 7000 Austrians, in- 
cluding several staff officers and a 
scare of other commissioned men on 
the southern end of the Poland bat- 
tle line, with continued progress be. 
ing made in the fighting at Lodz, was 
reported in an official statement from 
the war office. 

The Russians are now closing ip 
upon Cracow from the northeast with 
a line extending through Proszowice 
twenty miles northeast of Cracow and 
swinging down to Bochia, twenty 
eight miles east of the fortress in Ga 
licia. Bochia is also on the main 
railroad leading directly to Cracow. 

7000 AUSTRIANS CAPTURED. 

The official statement declares: “On 
the Proszowice - Vischnisch - Bochia 
front we achieved a decisive success. 
Our forces captured 7000 Austrians, 
thirty guns and twenty Maxims. Our 
prisoners include the-remnants of the 
Thirty-first Hungarian Honved Regi- 
ment and twenty officers, besides a 
motor car full of:staff officers. We are 
now pursuing the enemy. 

“In the Lodz patile we are stil pro- 
gressing.” 

Practically every railrodd from Rus- 
sian military centers is now given 
over to army trains. 
million men are being poured into Po 
land to reinforce the army which al- 
ready exceeds 1,000,000, in an effort 
to completely crush the German forces 
making their second raid into Rus- 

sian territory. Passing the trains car- 
rying fresh troops to the front are 
long strings of cars bearing wounded 
and prisoners from the battle line. , It 
is declared that in all upwards of 40,- 
000 Germans and Austrians have been 
, captured. 
SUCCESS IS CLAIMED. 

Among the German goldiers made 
prisoners have been mere boys still in 
their teens. They are utterly pros- 
trated from exposure and the rigors 
of campaigning in the severe weather 
oe prevailing in Poland. 

From the northern army in Hast 
Prussia to the south, along the vast 
400-mile line to Cracow, unofficial re- 
ports here claim the Russians are 
Meeting with success. The long: 
awaited report from Grand Duke Nich- 
olas was more or less disappointing to 
the people of Petrograd, as it only 
partially bears o° t the claims made in 
unofficial reports. It is confidently ex- 
pected, however, that the next state 
ment from the Grand Duke will report 
a couiplete victory on the Russian 
center, where the most desperate fight- 
ing is now in progress. 


ERMAN FSEAPE FROM 
DEATH TRAPN POLAND 


Berlin, via The Hague During the 
recent fighting in Russian Poland, the 
Slavs almost succeeded in enveloping 
a large German force near Lodz, it was 
admitted by the war office Wednesday 
morning. 

~ The Germans fought their way 
; through the Russian cordon, however, 
it was stated, repulsed the enemy and 
captured 12,000 of them. 

The Germans’ success in the East is 
regarded here of such vital importance 
that nearly all interest has been lost 
in the engagement in France and Bel- 
gium. The losses on both sides, it is 
said, were enormous.

“After extremely fierce battles last- 
ing through several days, the Russian 
offensive, despite the superiority of 
ihe enemy in numbers, has been 
brought to a standstill. Over 60,000 
Russians have been made prisoners 
and }50 cannons and 200 machine guns 
have been captured.” 

It was officially announced that 
General von Hindenburg had been cre- 
ated a field marshal by the Kaiser. 
The eastern commander was notified 
of his promotion in a telegram from 
the Kaiser, who declared that the ap- 
pointment was made “in appreciation 
of your energetic and careful leader- 
ship and the unshakable and unyield- 
‘ng bravery of your troops.” 


REPLIES TO KAISER. 


Field) Marshal von MHindenburg’s 
army order replying to the Kaiser de- 
clared: 


“IT am proud to have reached the 
highest rank and to head such troops. 
Through their eagerness to fight and 
tenacity, we have inflicted great losses 
upon our opponents, = 

“The enemy is not yet destroyed, 

however. 
““Pherefore, to the attack with God, 
for the Kaiser and Fatherland, until 
the last Russian is lying on the 
ground conquered. Hurrah!” 


IS GREAT STRATEGIST. 


Field Marshal von Hindenburg is 
reeognized -as. prubably the greaiesi 
strategist in the German = army. 
Matcbed against Grand Duke Nicholas, 
another strategist of rare ability, von 
‘lindenburg has accomplished wonder- 
ful feats with vastly numerically in- 
ferior forces, 

At the opening of the present war 
he wag in disfavor with the Kaiser. 
Ilis name wag not even included in 
‘ist of commanders submitted by the 
seneral staff to the Kaiser for ap- 
proval, Recognizing von Hindenburg’s 
ibility, despite the feeling between 
chem, Kaiser Wilhelm ordered that he 
be summoned. The new field marshal 
has devoted his life to a study of the 
German and Russian frontiers. So 
thoroughly done he knows every foot 
of ground in the swamps of East Prus- 
sia and so tenaciously has he clung to 
his theory of campaigning that should 
followed in case of war against 
Russia, in depending on these swamps 
‘o aid in the defeat of the Russian 
forces that he is known as “Swampy” 
Hindenburg among the officers, 

The strategy of Field Marshal von 
Hindenburg’s campaign is not for a 
continued offensive movement against 
the Russians. Warsaw is the objective 
of the German invasions of Poland, 
but owing to the enormous Russian 
army, von Hindenburg could hardly 
hope to hold it. 

So long as he is able to keep the 
Russians engaged in Russian terri- 
‘ory and Germany free from invasion, 
his campaign is successful in the eyes 
of the German war office.

Mexico’s Dove’ of Peace is Now 
Fluttering Over the Nest 


Vera Cruz.—Gen. Carranza formally 
established his government here Mon- 
day. The iast of the Carranzista 
troops have entered Vera Cruz and 
Carranza’s forces here now totals 
8500 men. : 


The gunboats Zaragoza and Bravo 
were lying in the harbor today, giv- 
ing Carranza control of the customs 
receipts. ; 

Carranzaistas doubted if Villaistas 
and Zapatistas would attack Vera 
Cruz. Carranza himself indicated he 
was satisfied to stand pat and await 
developments. 


Washington.—Negotiations for peace 
between Gen. Carranza and Gen. Villa 
were again in progress, according to 
State Department advices. This was 
said to be the real reason for Amer- 
ican Agent Silliman leaving Mexico 
City and joining Carranza at Vera 
Cruz. 

Gen. Villa was still encamped with 
his force on ihe outskirts of Mexico 
City. Government advices were agreed 
that conditions are more tranquil in 
Mexico City than they have been 
for months.

An 
officer who shakes in his shoes is a 
coward in the eyes of the rank and 
file, although the men know that many 
military heroes—Henri IV, Turenne 
and Frederick the Great, for instance 
—trembled on going into a fight.

One of our readers delights in her 
skill in salad-making. She declares she 
Can prepare salads that are her own— 
and her family’s—greatest joy and‘sat- 
\sfaction in this life, if not their salva- 
tion in the next. Another reader ex- 
hofts us to preach salads to the outer 
barbarian who will not adopt this 
higher phase of development. Virtue 
lies in the harmonious combination of 
a salad, the beauty and health-giving 
Gualities that nature has imparted to 
the delicate, tender green vegetables, 
the oll of the olive, and other choice 
Ingredients used. 

Though salads vary with the season, 
happily there is no month in our year 
furing which we may not obtain fresh 
materials-in greens or vegetables for 
the production of choice salads. The 
American cucumber, hot-house or out- 
door grown, should be eaten in all its 
pristine freshneas, sliced into ice cold 
water to make It tender and crisp, but: 
ho salt added. 

Dutch Salad.—The minced fish sal- 
hds originated with the Dutch, who 
were famous for compounds of fish, 
cheddar cheesé, and various roota and 
herbs. A herring salad is made with 
two broiled herring, skin and bones 
temoved and meat shredded; put in a 


salad bowl a bleached head of endive; |
